Causes of Slump. 

In three brief years, the ineredi- 
ble happaned, the consequence in 
part of commodity price declines 
and maldistribution of gold, but to 
an even greater extent of a prac- 
tically universal resort to artificial 
trade barriers.

(1) The purpose of many coun- 
tries either through internal econ 
omic exigencies or thinly disguis- 
ed motives of retaflation to dis- 
courage imports in general and 
those of American products in 
particular; .
